Miss Verna Smith proposed a 
toast to the King, describing the 
many contributions Canada made 
to the war and bow Canada will 
play a leading role in the economy 
of the world. ‘Our King,” she said, 
“is a symbol of right, justice and 
honor, so to show our loyalty and 
allegiance, would you please rise 
and sing “God Save The King.” 

Don Campbell, in making a toast 
to the town, expressed what a fine 
town Vulcan is and the improve¬ 
ments which are underway, such 
as the Swimfing Pool and Water¬ 
works. He mentioned that we have 
a good school, but are hoping for 
a bittter one in the not too far dis¬ 
tant future. 

In replying to Don’s toast. 
Mayor Allan, thanked him for 
his kind remarks, but pointed out 
that credit for the Swimming Pool 
is due the Lions Club and that the 
Pool will be constructed as soon 
as information is received from 
The Dep’t of Public Health and 
Public Utilities. The same applies 
to the waterworks and sewerage as 
it is planned to borrow money for 
that project. Mayor Allan express¬ 
ed his gratitude at being able to 
attend the banquet and thanked all 
for t heir kind hospitality. 

Miss Helen Dunham, who pro¬ 
posed a toast to-the school board, 
pointed out; that although the 
board acts without remuneration, 
and is confronted with the re- 
speaattdlKUe and intracicies of ed¬ 
ucation, they are often reproached 
for their decision which they felt 
would benefit all. 

In answering Miss Dunham, Mr. 
Guy Denbigh, first congratulated 
those who sponsored the banquet 
and thanked the students for their 
hosptality. Mr. Denbigh, is speak¬ 
ing for the school board, said that 
no definite information could be 

g iven regarding a new High School 
ut that six years ago, a sinking 
fund was started for that purpose, 
and to date, the sum of 412,000 had 
been reached. He went on to say 
that the Board is profiting by the 
experience gained in constructing 
the Brick school, which will not be 
paid for, at the present rate, until 
.1965, at which time the interest 
will have mounted to 430,000. 

At this time, Miss Gloria Findlay 
sang a solo, accompanied at the 
piano by Miss Charlotte Smith. 

The toast to the Home and School 
Association was given by Miss 
June Hislip. She pointed out that 
the main function of this organi¬ 
zation is to acquaint parents and 
teachers with the student’s pro¬ 
blems, and keep them up to date 
with regard to the new trends in 
education. It was emphatically 
pointed out that this organization 
is for men as well as women, and 
that for the child’s welfare, at¬ 
tendance at the meetings should 
increase. 

Mrs. W. Hill, President of the 
Home asd School Assoc., answered 
Miss (Hislip and stated that it was 
their desire to help the Students 
in any way possible and that it. 
is their aim for more country par¬ 
ents as 'well as the town Fathers, 
to be in attendance in future. 

The toast to the Faculty was 
presented by Miss Mary Douglass, 
who said, in part, “Once away 
from school, as we take our places 
in the world, we find teachers are 
no longer an indest ribable liability 
to our enjoyment and we begin to 
realize and see to the fullest ex¬ 
tent the tireless effort they have 
put into coaching us for the future. 
To them we owe much of our suc¬ 
cess in later life.” 

In replying to the toast to the 
Faculty, Mr. Stauffer said for the 
students not to feel that they were 
tfirough school, as he had so often 
heard, but merely that they were 
through Vulcan School. He urged 
them to further their education in 
whaever field hey might prefer. 

Community singing, led by Bill 
Weale, was enjoyed for a short 
time following which a toast to 
the ex-students was given by David 
Jantzie. David paid tribute to those

LT.-COL. J. A. MACGREGOR 

Funeral services for Lt.-Col. 
James Albert Macgregor of Cal¬ 
gary were held on May 6 from 
Park Memorial Chapel.

tween the Dominion and provinces 
at the conference in Ottawa, are 
given by the Lethbridge Herald: 

What, in effect, the Dominion 
has offered to the Provinces is a 
larger share of the national in¬ 
come by way of an extension of the 
subsidies paid to the Provincial 
Treasuries under the Act of Con¬ 
federation. ThiB increase is from 
$124,500,000 a year now to $198,- 
200,000 under the new plan, with 
an increase or decrease depending 
upon the Canadian national in¬ 
come. 

In return for higher subsidies 
the Provinces are asked to vacate 
the income and corporation tax 
fields so that these imposts may be 
made uniform right across Canada, 
and removing the double taxation 
which prevailed before the wdr. 

Succession duties and other tax¬ 
es also entered into the calculations 
advanced by Mr. King, but his 
whole argument was in favor of 
finding the best tax structure so 
that Canada might go on develop¬ 
ing and growing to the point 
where there would be a much high¬ 
er national income from which to 
skim off enough taxes for the Do¬ 
minion and the Provinces. 

Whatever may be decided will be 
no hard and fast undertaking. Mr. 

King suggested a three-year trial, 
after which it could be revised as 
experience might indicate and then 
be written into the law of the land 
so that there would be no doubt 
about it. 

Messrs. Drew and Duplessis, 
while not openly opposing the 
proposals, are of a mind that the 
taxes which they are asked to give 
up should be merely a “loan” to 
the Dominion Treasury. That 
would mean that, in due course, 
they would go back to the Prov¬ 
inces and the Dominion would then 
be forced to impose either double 
taxation or alternative taxes to 
maintain the revenue which it must 
have to maintain Canada as a na¬ 
tion. 

The war taught us that the na¬ 
tion is much greater than any part 
of it, and much as we may dislike 
centralization, a strong central Gov 
ernment is a prime requisite. The 
people of Canada are thinking na¬ 
tionally. today to a much greater 
degree than ever before. 


Professional

But suppose Mother Nature decided to withhold 
her bounty. The fields would be barren, the flowers 
would not bloom, the trees would be bare of foliage. 
The seeds so trustingly planted would rot. Fruits 
would not come to fulfilment. • There would be no 
grass nor grain for the herds. There would be.noth¬ 
ing of beauty or strength around us. It would be the 
negation of life, a stark and terrible world, the 
kind of world that perhaps we deserve. 

For in spite of our ,misdeeds and our follies 
Mother Nature has never withheld her blessings 
from us on any global scale. She has never brought 
wholesale loss of all the products of any one coun¬ 
try. She has been variable in mood, but never com¬ 
pletely ruthless. Perhaps she never will be. Man 
has been so busy creating his own implements of 
destruction that he never gives a thought to the im¬ 
mense scale on which Nature could work if she 
finally decided it was time to take a stand. Are we 
deserving of the good things of this earth?

Anglican Church 
Call to Action 

Kev. F. Vaughan-Kirch Chal¬ 
lenges Parishioners to Re¬ 
spond to Anglican Advance 
* -Appeal 

“Civilization has one possibility 
of survival'—and only one. Some¬ 
how but definitely, this world must 
be robbed of the importance which 
it holds in men’s minds. There is 
another world, or order of life, 
which is more important still. The 
one remaining hope for civilization 
is that our generations shall give 
up the assumption, which has led 
only to disaster, that this world is 
of greater importance than any¬ 
thing and everything else,’’ 

“This means the recovery of the 
belief, once universally held, in an¬ 
other world, in another ordei of 
life, beyond death* both in the 
sense that it cannot be affected Dy 
death, and also in the sense that it 
endures after death. How are we 
to recover this belief in a different 
world which is of greater import¬ 
ance than the materialistic world 
enslaving us? It involves a tre¬ 
mendous inner revolution of mind 
and will, compared with which the 
social revolutions of our day arc 
mere child’s play. No revolution is 
su difficult as a conscious return or 
reaction. Strange as it is, this go¬ 
ing back to an old belief has be¬ 
come the necessary condition foi 
going forward to new things. It is 
nothing less than the recovery by 
our generation of the whole Chris¬ 
tian attitude to-life and the wdrld 
and man. Christianity, it has beetr- 
asserted, must be reinvented. And 
herein lies our task today.” 

With these serious statements, 
the Rector of St. Benedict’s, the 
Anglican Parish Church, challeng¬ 
ed his parishioners in speaking to 
them of their responsibiity in the 
Anglican Advance Appeal for Re- 
dodication and Thankoffering. 

Basing reasoning on the hypothe 
sis that only a New Order built on 
Christian principles can assure a 
safe and sane world for coming 
generations, and that the Church 
must be prepared to do her utmost 
in its building, the Anglican church 
lias launched a long-ranged can.
